today we have nearly 1250-——-I| haven’t counted noses in the 
last. 10 minutes,’ the report continues. ‘“We feel these growing 
pains in many ways. Our buses can no longer give the service 
we would like to offer. It is difficult for teachers to get trans- 
portation for excursions for our classes. We order new furni- 
1 ture and before it is delivered we need a second set. We plan 

for 1150 children for the school year 1950-51 and already we 
have 1250. 

“What's the answer?”’ 

Homfeld provides at least a partial one, since there is no 
control over growth of a school district. The solution as given 
by Homfeld and with which we are in accord, is: First, ‘“do the 
best we can with what we have”’ and, second, ‘‘raise the sights 
= for tomorrow's planning,’ which involves getting state fin- 
 ancial aid and issuing more bonds. 
se There it is. State financial help—and a bond issue is a 

prerequisite—must be obtained if the children of the district 
are going to get the schooling to which they are entitled.

Need For 
7 Parking 
{ & Areas Told 


By MAYOR CHAS. P. BURGESS 

Tuesday of last week the city 
council met informally with property 
owners in the two blocks bounded 
by Santa Cruz, University, Oak 
Grove and Chestnut to discuss the 
timing of the construction of the al- 
leyways and parking plaza laid out 
in the master plan for those blocks. 

At the time the widening of Santa 
Cruz avenue was proposed, with the 
paving of adjacent streets and 
construction of the present parking 
plaza, a parking plaza was also con- 
ceived for the third block from El 
Camino Real. 

However, at that time many of 
the property owners were dubious 
about the development potential 
of Santa Cruz avenue, and the de- 
cision arrived at then was to de- 
fer the construction of the second 
parking plaza until prospects were 
clearer. 

Since the completion of the first 
parking plaza, store buildings have 
been continuously under construc- 
tion on Santa Cruz avenue. The side 
across the street from the parking 
plaza built up first, and for some 
time there were comments that the 
parking plaza was very lightly used. 

The objection was more apparent 
than real, for the driveway from 
Santa Cruz to Oak Grove opened up 
much parking at the rear of the Fl 
Camino stores which has always 
been heavily used. With the con- 
struction of stores bordering the 
parking plaza, however, utilization 
is becoming heavier and heavier. 

When all four sides of the park- 
ing plaza have been developed 
with stores, it will be inadequate 
to handle all of the parking needs 
of those stores. 

The first parking plaza, construct- 
ed at a time when Peninsula com- 
munities were fumbling in vain with 
their parking vroblems (and have 
since made little progress) turned 
the spotlight on Menlo Park. Prop- 
erty values jumped and enterprising 
merchants signed leases in this new, 
exxvanding commercial area. 

Now we have commercial build- 
ings constructed, under construction 
or planned all the way to University 
avenue. The time has come to ac- 
celerate the growth of upper Santa 
Cruz through construction of the 
proposed parking plaza. Develop- 
ment of Oak Grove and side streets 
will follow. 

The question arises, is construc- 
tion of this project wise at a time 
when the Korean war has taken a 
critical turn, and when we may be 
plunged into a full scale war with 
China and Russia? I don’t know 
the answer, 

However, it will take several 
months to accomplish the legal steps 
necessary to get the project in oper- 
ation, and during that time we can 
see what develops. The project itself 


| will take very little manpower and 


only a small quantity of materials. 
Most of the expense will be the ac- 
quisition of necessary land and the 
razing of some improvements. 

It will be more than six months 
before our defense program can 
reach its peak. Construction curbs, 
if any, on commercial building prob- 
ably will be applied early next year. 
So we may proceed with this project, 
as was the property owners’ con- 
sensus, and take another look at the 
situation two months hence.

According to Floyd D. Granger, 
veterans service officer, there have 
been important new developments in 
recent months in almost every major 
aspect of veterans’ benefits, both 
state and federal. 

“To cite just a few examples,” 
he said, “we have new rules in 
force now in these fields: medi- 
cal care for veterans’ disabilities, 
GI loan guaranty entitlement, re- 
lease of national service life in- 
surance information, surviving 
parents’ eligibility or prisoner-of- 
war payments, and the 1951 dead- 
line date on starting on starting 
GI bill education or training, as 
well as state educational assist- 
ance to dependents of certain de- 
ceased veterans.” 

Up-to-the-minute information on 

all subjects of particular interest 
to veterans is received by Mr. 
Granger from the State Department 
of Veterans Affairs, various federal 
government agencies and the major 
veterans organizations. Through his 
office, it is put to use in assisting 
veterans and their dependents in 
San Mateo county.

Not more than 
one wood duck and two dark geese 
may be possessed. 

Bears—To December 31. Bag lim- 
it: One bear per season. No trapping 
permitted. 

Quail—Ends December 15 in 
District 1%. Ends December 31 in 
balance of state, except Districts 
4% and 22, where there is no open 
season. Bap and possession limits: 
Eight per day. Shooting hours: 
One-half hour before sunrise to 
one-half hour after sunset. 

Tree Squirrels—Ends December 31 
in District 1 north of Madera and 
Fresno county lines; Districts 1%, 
23, and 25; Trinity county; Siskiyou 
county within District 14; north 
portion of Santa Clara county, and 
east portion of San Mateo county.

MP Businessman 
Hits Profits Tax 


A Menlo Park  businessman— 
Charles Weeks—this week urged be- 
fore the house ways and means com- 
mittee in Washington that congress 
enact a “special emergency profits 
tax” instead of the administration’s 
proposed excess profits levy. 


Weeks is technical director of the 
Menlo Research Laboratories, which 
developed ultra-violet ray devices for 
industry. 


He founded the Jay-Dee Leather 
company in Redwood City in 1938, 
which, according to Weeks, was forc- 
ed to close last year as a direct re- 
sult of wartime excess profits taxes. 


Weeks cited experience of the 
leather firm in opposing an excess 
profits levy which, he maintained. 
destroys small businesses. 

He testified that the firm had 
$1,827,000 in sales in 1945, although 
its net worth was but $143,790. Ex- 
cess profits taxes that year were 
$199,360, or more than the company’s 
net worth, and left a profit of only 
.76 per cent on sales. 


Ravenswood Sets

Construction of two new schools in 
the Ravenswood elementary school 
district should begin by March 1 of 
next year, it was decided at a meet-

The schools will be known as the 


Kavanaugh grammar school, honor- } 


ing the memory of area pioneer 
‘Moses X. Kavanaugh who died re- 
cently, and the Brentwood school. 

Purchase of the Kavanaugh schoo] 
site from members of the family was 
completed at the meeting, with the 
board agreeing to pay $400 in order 
to “clear” the property of a present 
tenant by next spring. 

The grammar school is to be one 
of two educational units on the 22- 
acre site. Second one, to be built 
later, will be known as the Manor 
Junior school, and will be used for 
seventh and eighth grade classes 
exclusively. 

Meanwhile, Architect Arthur 
Janssen agreed to duplicate plans so 
that the same set could be used for 
construction at both the Kavanaugh 
and Brentwood schools. 

Some variations must be made in 
consideration of soil and plot dif- 
ferences, Janssen told the board, but 
the duplication could be made for 
four per cent of the cost of one of 
the projects, as opposed to the reg- 
ular eight per cent fee for original 
plans. 

“We are happy to do anything we 
can to expedite completion of the 
schools,” Janssen told the board. “In 
fact, we want to cut costs in any way 
we can.”
